Whereupon His Excellency ordered the Col. of the Militia of the. 


City of New-Tork to draw our his Regiment the next Morning. 

. Monday the 13th, Orders were ſent to Col. Courtland of Kings- 
Comnty, ro detach out” of their Regiments a hundred and fifry Men, 
to be forth-with ready to Imbarque at the Ferry. 

About eight a Clock in the Morning the City Regiment being 
under Arms, his Excellency on Horſe-back, at the head of the Re- 
&1ment, demanded, Who were willing to follow him to the Frontiers 
againſt the Enemy > They unanimouſly threw up their Hats, 'and 
cryed, One and all, Upon which the Colonel was ordered to de- 
tach 150 of the fitteſt Men, to be under the Command of three 
Captains, with their Subalrerns, ready at the firſt Beat of Drum, 
jon diſmiſſed the Regiment, and ordered all Sloops for Tranſpor- 
' tation to be ſecured. Aboutten a Clock his'Excellency did fend rhe 
Expreſs forward to Col. Beecknam, with Orders to get all the Hor- 
ſes in the County of Z//er together in readineſs, to carry his Ex- 
cellency and the Detachments from Xinz/tone to Albany by Land,-in 
caſe the River was .not open, and bÞ forward any Confirmation of 
the News to his Excellency. B Tueſday 
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* Tueſday the 14th, by break of Day came an Expreſs from Major 
Ingoldsby, confirming the former News, and that the two firſt 
Caſtles were raken by the French and Tadiavs, Whereupon eight 
Sloops were ordered with neceſſary Proviſions and Ammunition to 
go.round the Fort, and to be ready to Sail, and the Detachment of the 
City Regiment-did immediately Imbarque. - About four a Clock 
afternoon, the Tide offering, his Excellency, attended- with the 
Officers of the Detachment and ſeveral Volunteers, did imbarque 
and ſet fail. | 

Friday the 17th, about 9 aClock his Excellency arrived at A/ba- 
xy (being 50 Leagues diſtant from New-Tort ) with five of rhe Sloops, 
having met with much Ice in the River, which gave ſome Difficub 

ty ; the reſt arrived towards Evening. 4 

As foon as they came onShore, his Excellency ordered Captain 

Schuyler to march 50 of the Men for Scheneady ; about a r1 a 
Clock his Exellency followed, with 16 Horſe, leaving Inſtructions 
with Col. Beyard to forward all the reſt of the Detachments, as 
they did arrive towards ScheneFady, without loſs of time, together 
with the Ammunition and Proviſions. | 

About 3 a Clock afternoon his Excellency met Major /ngo/dsy, 
about 8 Miles from Schenefady, on his Return from Albany, havi 
gone from thence ro viſit Schexefady that Morning. His Excel- 
lency arrived at Schenefady (being 20 Miles from Albany) about 

5 aClock. About 9 a Clock at Night Capt. Schuyler with his 
Men arrived, and found Proviſions and Quarters in readinefsfor his 
Men. Saturday Morning the 18th, by break of Day, the Men 
were ready to be tranſported over the River, but a violent Storm did 
hinder their Tranſportation till Afternoon, and ſundry /xdian Wo- 
men loaden with Proviſions were ſent along with thern: This Day 
about Noon Major Merit, with the reſt of the Ciry Detachment, 
did arrive at Schenefady, and wereimmediately furniſhed with Quar- . 
ters, Ammunition, and Proviſions, ready to march next Morning,

the River-ſide ; but there being a flake of Ice 1n one part of the Ri- 
ver, and all open above and:below, the Enemy ' got over before we 
got up: Weencamped by the River-ſide that Night. Jo 
" Feb. 20. Inthe Morning Major Schuyler refolved to march over 
the River, to purſe rhe Enemy; preering the Officers toget the Men 
ready for that purpoſe, . but many of the Men being wearied with 
fatiegue,their Shoes being quite wore out, and Proviſions ſcarce;were 
not. able to make any further purſuit: Bur that which did moſt of 
| diſcourage us, was, that the wdians hadtgreatavenſeneſs topnifiie 
or fall upon the Enemy, becauſe ' of thetr Wives and Children ; 
whereupon we marched back.- | | 
In this Engagement we loſt four private Souldiers, and four nd:- 
ans, two Officers, and twelve Chriſtians, and Indians wounded ; and 
we had an Account'hy fome of our /xztar Priſoners that madetheir 
Eſcape, that we killed: of the Enemy 33, whereof we found bur 27, 
among which was their Commandant, one Captain; and twoother 
Officers, with two of their commanding xdars, and 26 Wounded. 
We reſcued between forty and fifty Priſoners. D 

Since their Retreat weareinformed by divers of the Priſoners who 
come home daily, that all our Men Priſoners except five, have 'ttiade - 
their eſcape, or are ſer ar Liberty, and bur few Women and-Children 
left with them, not being able to carry the-Priſoners of, ' by reafoh 
of their Wounded Men, whereof they carricd thirteen, -- ' ;

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As we did not hear, ſo-we could notexpect that your Raodency, 
ſhould-in ſo ſhort time (at that Seaſon of the Year ) be advanced fa 
near us as to ScheneFady, and that ſo conſiderable Supplies could be 
ſo ſpeedily got together : And we obſerved it was no ſmall Encou- 
ragement to our /»d;axs to ſee your Excellency at the head of 300 
Men, beſides Volunteers, for our-Relicf; and-theirs ; of whicty we

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The Examination of Andres Caſparus and Cornelius 
Claeſe vanden Bergh, both Dutchmen, taken before his 
Excellency Benj. Fletcher, Gowernour, who bave made 
their Eſcape from Canada, who were Priſoners there, 
and bave been 32 Days by the Way. 


| HE faid Cornelius Clagſe van dem Rog was taken at Caua7a- 
| giere'in July, 1691, a little before the Mayor Peter Schuyler 
went to Canada, and Andres Caſpareswho was gone out with ſome 
of our River Indiaxs laſt fall to hunt, and withal, to ſee how the far 
Nations, called, the 7urchtuicks lived, was taken laſt March by a Par- 
ty of Turchtuicks and Davaganhaes, and brought:to: a Caſtle where 
the faid Indians lived, and was there to be.burnt. and eat by the 
faid Indians, from whence he run away that very day he received 
his cruel Sentence, and was ſixteen days ig the Woods, and came 
to a place where Monſieur Tontys People were making a Fort, and 
the ſaid Monſ. 7onty, and Monſ. Le Free brought him to Caxada. 
The faid Priſoners fay, that the French informed them, that there 
were ten Ships come from France with Proviſion and Amunition, 
but no Men, ſcarce ſo many as could fail their Ships, that they had 
brought 120000 pound of Flower, and x60000 pound of Pork, allo 


ſome great Guns, and two Mortar Pieces.

That there is a Fort built below. Quebeck, in a.narrow Paſhge” 
where Ships-muſt paſs; the French ſpoke of two Forts, (but an 
Engliſh-man tol&him only of one Fort,) and twelve Guns .in cach - 
Fort, They had 1600 Souldiers three year ago, of which a 1000 : 
are killed and taken ; this is beſides-200 Inhabitants who are killed; . 
The ſaid Cornelius has lived all this while at the Governour. of 
Mont Royal's Houſe, called, Monfieur d" Cellier, and judges there are 
about 400 Men in Mont Royal with Souldiers and all, although the - 
ſaid Monſieur 4 Celljer often told them, they had 700 Men there. . 
 "Thereisa Man come over with thoſe Ships to be Monl.  Cellier's . 
Cook, who fays, that the Engliſh had falltn upon the French Fleet 
unawares, and done them ſome damage, and purſued them to Breſt, 
and if they had come but a quarter of an hour ſooner, they had : 
taken Bre#F, and all the Provinces of Brittanine. 
The French have loſt this Summer 37 French, and 70 Indians at ' 
one time, goin oy the Falls toOrrawawa, andat a ſecond time they 
loſt 3o French the ſame way, and often-times ſmaller . Parties - 
killed by our Indians. | 
The faid Andres Caſparus ſays further, that when he came to 
the French Houſe, after he had eſcaped from the Indians, the French 
tyed him two days, -but he being ſo lean and meager, having no - 
Food. all that rime, but.z x Eggs he found in a Turkies Neſt, and 6 / 
Swan Eggs he found in another place, ſo that the French did unty 
him. About eight days after Monſieur 7onty came, (who isinthe- 
manner of a Governour among them) and he went down with the 
faid Toxty : to: Ottamwawa, which was 200 Leagues from:that place | 
the ſaid 7onty diſpatched about- 25 or 30. great Cannows . full of 
Beaver to Canada; and after they had been two days from Ortawawa, 
they met one Monſieur de Lille, who had been out a skulking upon - 
the great River, and had taken rwo Priſoners, who told that 3oo of 
our Indians lay at a carrying place on the great River, waiting for 
the O:tawawa Company, and 200 werenear Mont Royal l{land, upon 
the fame deſign. They ſtopt the ſaid Company till Monſieur 7onty - 
ſent for them back, and: reſolved to go to Canada with 200 Men Hv- - 


dians and Freuch, without Beavers, in which Company the faid

"Andrer Caſparus came, being 2 ] 3 09 Leagues between 0:7 -

wawa and Canada. As ſoon as the faid Andres came to Mont Royal, 
Monfieur Tonty delivered him to the Governour of Mont» Royal, 
who pur him in Priſon four days, and then releaſed him to'work in 
his Houſe ; but as ſoon as he got out, conſulted with his Comrade 
Cormelius to run away, which they did accordingly. © Aﬀter they 
had been about a Month or five Weeks rogether 1n the faid Monſ. 
 Cellier's Houſe, the ſaid Andres ſays, he faw a great prodigious 


Quantity of Beavers at Ofrtawawa; an Inhabitant' of Canada, called 


Faques de Tallie, told him he had 3000 Beavers of his own there, 
and that there was as many Beavers now in Ottawawa as would load 
200 Canows to Canada, and each Canow generally holds nine or 
ren hundred Beavers, which the faid Andres doth credibly believe to 
be true, there being none gone from thence to Canada ina greatwhile. 

There is a Fort at 0:tawawa burnt by accident this Spring where 
Monſ. la Free had the Command, wherein was great ſtore of Beavers 
and Peltry, and feveral Goods and Merchandize. 


This is the Account the ſaid two Priſoners gave at Albany the 4th.

BRETHREN, | 


T is:not unknown to ſome of you, that I came laſt Ofober into 
theſe parts upon yo other occaſion thah to view the Fronteers, 
and put them into the beſt poſture I could, to ſecure us and you, 
from the Attempts of the French, and their 1adiaxs, our Enemies and” 
yours. And-iin order to this, 'I ſent a ſupply of Ammunition, Artil- 
lery, and Chriſtian Souldiers, ſufficient to prevent any Inſult from 
our Enemies, andit had the effect I expected, for they durſt not face 
the weakeſt of our Garriſons. I came now for your Relief, and have 
loſt no time; the fame day that I had an acccount from hence that 
our Enemies were in this —_— I put my ſelf on board a ory 
£ rl 
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ardbronghs with me-t 50 Chriſtian Souldiers, beſides Voltintebrs; 4nd 
arrived here before I;could beexpedted'; Irhen mmnediatelymarctt> 
ed to Schenafady, from whence I ferit you Supplies of 200'21d ole 
Men, Ammunition, Provifion, &e. with 'whicl thoſe that joyned 
you before, under the Command of Major Schuyler, might have ſe- 
efired an entire Vidtoty, and prevented the French and their Indiaxs.

Theſe Men that have an Enemy near, muſt fleep with 
Arms in their Hands, and one Eye open ; that is, they muſt keep Scours 
and Spyes, ſo as never to become a Prey to their Enemies, by their 
own Negligence, I muſt adviſe you, that for the future you keep- 
ſtrict Watch, ſo that I may have timely Notice of the Enemy's Mo- 
tion, and you willthen ſee howeaſihy they. will be defeated. 

-'F hope it is now apparent to you, that the great King of Englavd 
1s ready to apply his Arts for your defence, when you confider. 
that in a very days I am come perſonally to your Aſſiſtance, with 
near 400 Chriſtzaz Souldiers. I have had the Honour to bear Com- 
mand tinder the great Kmz of Emzland, my Maſter, where I have 
ſeen the French fly before his Victorious Arms; and laſt Summer 
it pleaſed God to add to his Victories, by the Defeat and-/DeſtruRtion 
of their Fleet, in which moſt of their Ships were burnt orſunk.
